'T WAS nearly three hundred years ago when 

1 Ben Franklin created the familiar slogan 
quoted for our headline. But as assuredly as it 
has stood the test of time and repetition so the 
slogan is still true today. We even have a sneak- 
ing suspicion that old Ben, endowed as he was 
with almost superhuman foresight, must have 
had the trucking industry in mind. 

Whatever the type: of business, there will al- 
ways be individual problems that only individual 
management can solve.

TIMELY NOTES ON MAINTENANCE AND OPERATION 


by MURRAY SIMKINS Managing Editor 


How to Eliminate Valve Seat Cracking 


OME trouble has been experienced in fleet 
shops with hard valve seats cracking in 

certain overhead valve engines. It has been 
reported that although the mechanics adhere 
to manufacturers’ recommendations, seats con- 
tinue to crack in 10,000 to 12,000 miles. 

This can only be caused by an uneven heat- 
ing condition—a result of improper fit of the 
seats in the head, or a result of improper cool- 
ing. Lime deposits in the head or restrictions 
in the engine block may permit localized over- 
heating with resultant warpage and breakage. 
A careful flow check should be made, followed 
by an effective head cleaning procedure. 

It has been suggested that some shops may 
be installing these hard seats in the same way 
soft seats had been installed. In the latter 
case a large oversize is specified and the in- 
sert is driven home. This may shear and frac- 
ture the metal, causing a build-up under the 
seat with resultant improper heat dissipation 
to the head. 

Improper cooling may be a result of im- 
proper valve clearance. It is known, of course, 
that newly overhauled valve-in-head engines 
will have a tendency to reduce the valve clear- 
ances as the head is pulled down. Therefore, 
it is wise to torque head to specifications and 
adjust valves. Warm up the engine under a 
fast idle and retighten head—and also read- 
just the valves. This procedure should be re- 
peated at 500 or 1000-mile intervals, or until 
valves have found their seats and stay in cor- 
rect adjustment. 


IHC Offers Two New Improved’ Seals 
[NTERNATIONAL Harvester has made avail- 

able two new transmission seals said to be 
much superior to those used in the past. A 
spring loaded compositioned lip type seal re- 
places the old felt type and is recommended for 
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installation in the F-51, F-51-C, F-52, F-52-C, 
F-54 and F-54-B transmissions. 

For truck models R-110, R-120 and R-130 a 
new and improved front wheel inner seal of 
synthetic rubber bonded to metal is now avail- 
able. This is interchangeable with the older 
type made of felt and metal. 


Pre-Mixing Anti-Freeze Saves Time 


RE-MIXING of anti-freeze in high volume 

lots has been suggested by Du Pont engi- 
neers as a move to speed the servicing of equip- 
ment this fall. The idea would appear to have 
merit—would eliminate this business of add- 
ing so much anti-freeze, then having to check 
each vehicle separately to determine its freez- 
ing point. 

It is suggested that operators consider mix- 
ing the winter’s supply in standard 54-gal 
drums and checking it for protection in one 
operation. This would speed the filling of 
radiators when the first cold wave hits, and 
it would also eliminate the possibility of some- 
one’s reading the tester incorrectly. It would 
eliminate wastage and guarantee adequate pro- 
tection. 


Studebaker Oil Leak at Rear of Engine 


HEN investigating oil leaks at the rear of 

the engine on models 3R28 or 3R38, look 
for interference between the end of the oil pan 
and the rear main bearing cap on the right- 
hand side of the engine. 

It is possible that the oil pan is kept from 
properly seating and compressing the oil pan 
gasket due to the step formed between the 
machined side of the cap and the crankcase 
flange. This step is at the right rear corner 
of the rear main bearing cap. 

To eliminate the interference and allow 
proper seating of the pan against the gasket, 
grind away a part of the step. The grinding

Valve Timing—1954 Chevrolet 


(THE VALVE timing checking procedure as 

carried in the various Chevrolet shop man- 
uals continues for all 1954 passenger and truck 
engines. However, due to the various cam- 
shafts used with these engines, the initia] dial 
indicator settings are different. 

Following are the initial indicator settings 
and the final readings for all 1954 engines:

(except Powerglide)

Oil Delivery Pipe—Chevrolet Short Block 


OME difficulty has been experienced in the 
field with the installation of oil pump de- 

livery pipe and fitting to short block assem- 
blies. The problem results from attempting to 
transfer the pipe and fittings from the replaced 
engine block to the new short block. 

A new oil delivery pipe must be used since 
the dimension between the pump outlet and 
the oil manifold fitting will vary on different 
jobs. Should the wrong pipe be used it may 
result in distributor shaft seizure. 

On a new oil delivery pipe, the coupling 
sleeves are free on the pipe permitting a di- 
mension variance, to take care of limit stacks 
between the pump outlet and the oil manifold 
fitting. When the correct new pipe is in- 
stalled and the coupling nuts are pulled up 
tight, the coupling sleeves clamp the pipe to 
set the distance between couplings on any 
specific job.

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safety because the resulting tread thickness 
affords insufficient carcass protection against 
bruise breaks, cuts or punctures. The Com- 
mittee believes that a tire retreaded with less 
than 10/32-in. camelback will deliver corre- 
spondingly less service. For instance, a 6/32- 
in. tread depth will give some 45 per cent less 
mileage than a regular first-quality retreaded 
passenger car tire. This difference in tread 
thickness is not readily discernible to the pur- 
chaser and he would have no knowledge that 
he is acquiring a sub-standard product. 

It is pointed out that the cost-per-mile of 
such a retread would be higher than that of a 
standard depth first-quality retread. Further- 
more, the low economic value of the shallow 
type retread would compel vulcanizers to pur- 
chase second-grade repairable cord bodies.

From the safety standpoint alone this is quite 
undesirable. Since there is no saving on labor 
or overhead costs of producing the shallow 
depth retread, the only potential economy is 
in the slight difference of material content be- 
tween the shallow and standard gages. 


Road Ranger Transmission Maintenance 


[HE Fuller Road Ranger 10-speed and 8-speed 
transmissions are equipped with a conven- 
tional shift lever to shift in the normal manual 
way between the four or five closely spaced 
gear splits in the main box and with a com- 
bination electric and air power range shift 
in the rear box. The following maintenance 
and operation suggestions are made to obtain 
maximum trouble-free performance: 

1. Keep dirt, sludge and water out of the 
solenoid valve. Do this by blowing off the air 
reservoir tanks daily to clean out water and oil 
before they get into the solenoid valve. Failure 
to follow this procedure will likely cause the 
solenoid to stick, leak and perform sluggishly. 

2. Never attempt to clean solenoid valves by 
soaking in solvent or gasoline. If this is done, 
internal corrosion and damage to rubber parts 
will lead to failures on the road. 

3. Do not idle diesel engine with the trans- 
mission in neutral and the ignition switch on. 
If it is necessary to idle the engine for long

What's New— 


Electronic Scales—A new type of electronic 
highway scale which weighs and records both 
single and dual axle truck weights while ve- 
hicles are in motion, has been developed by 
Cox and Stevens Aircraft Corp., an affiliate 
of Revere Corp. of America. 


Known as the TR-1 unit, the electronic high- 
way scale has been under test by the Bureau of 
Public Roads near Washington, D. C. for two 
years. First installations of the unit, now be- 
ing made in Oregon, and Iowa are expected to 
be completed this fall. 

The unit consists of a narrow level plat- 
form in the traffic lane, just wide enough to 
catch each wheel of the axle. This platform, 
three feet by ten feet, is supported by elec- 
tronic weighing cells capable of accurately and 
instantly transmitting the weight to a re- 
motely located indicator where the weight is 
recorded automatically. 

Used in conjunction with an overload de- 
tector, the TR-1 will allow legally loaded 
trucks to bypass official state weighing sta- 
tions.

TAX COSTS for highway use were up 12.1 per cent despite a 6.3 

per cent drop in mileage in the first quarter of this 
year according to ICC reports on Class I motor carriers. Highway-use taxes and 
license fees paid in the first quarter were $46,697,935 as compared with $41,669,563 
in the first quarter of 1953. This trend, added to earlier reported BPR figures show- 
ing national average highway-use tax costs ranging from 1/2¢ per vehicle mile for 
panels and pickups up to 2!/2¢ per vehicle mile for truck and full trailer combina- 
tions, should be sufficient warning to fleets to watch Congressional and state legis- 
lative highway financing proposals when law making sessions start beginning in 
January 1955. (A special report on what is ahead begins on page 839, this issue.) 
Careful attention will have to be paid to balancing savings in operating costs result- 
ing from better roads against increases in highway-use taxes. 


FEDERAL POLICY seems to lean towards increased con- 

struction of toll highways. Speaking be- 
fore the National Assn. of Motor Bus Operators the middle of last month, Under Sec- 
retary of Commerce for Transportation Robert B. Murray, Jr., noting that the federal 
government once considered toll roads as being inadvisable and expensive, said, 
“Now, toll roads are supported as a sound solution for many of the costly deficien- 
cies on our National System of Interstate Highways.”’ With 60,000 miles of toll road 
built, building or authorized at a $7.6 billion cost, Murray said, “This will alleviate 
a large part of the estimated $12.5 billion deficiency on .. . Interstate Highways.”

also in production and available only as origi- 
nal equipment. The low frequency resilient 
mounting permits resonance at speeds below 
the normal operating range where the forces 
of unbalance are at a minimum. And only a 
small percentage of the unbalance disturbances 
are transmitted through the bearing at the 
higher speeds. 

Electromatic clutch has been used success- 
fully in truck and bus installations, according 
to H. B. Stallings, of the I T E Circuit Breaker 
Co., in a paper presented before the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers. The ZF 
electromatic clutch, he states, is compact and 
simple. It is operable under oil and can be

used for automatic clutching without any in- 
termediate means such as hydraulic fluids, 
levers or air cylinders. It consists of an arma- 
ture on the driven shaft, a lamination stack, 
clutch body on the driving shaft with imbedded 
clutch coil, a slip ring and a single brush for 
conducting the current to the coil. 

The energized coil pulls the armature against 
the clutch body magnetically, compressing the 
lamination stack and transmitting torque to 
the driven shaft. Quick release is provided 
by making half of the laminations wave-shaped 
to act as springs to force the laminations apart. 
The clutch is self-compensating for lamination ¢ 
wear. Current source is usually a small dry- 
type rectifier fed by a small transformer.

The balance of the revenue is received in the form of 
voluntary participation by operators and allied indus- 
trial firms in support of the General Activities Fund. 
This fund finances the national advertising and public 
relations programs, also permits ATA to carry on a 
variety of activities which by their nature cannot be 
self-supporting, such as highway engineering. 


ATA’s range of activities is broad—covering service 
and information in such fields as traffic, safety, indus- 
trial relations, freight claims, equipment design and 
maintenance, terminal operations, customer relations, in- 
surance, accounting, governmental regulations, research 
and data on highway taxation and transportation eco- 
nomics, governmental traffic. 


It not only represents the state associations and truck 
operators on the national scene, it provides liaison 
between the state associations and promotes inter-state 
cooperation on problems affecting more than a single 
state. It provides field service in both public relations 
and research to help and counsel the state associations 
in their own programs. 


ATA’s activities have grown and multiplied as the 
industry saw the need for additional services—as in the 
development of the industrial relations department, to 


provide operators with up-to-date information in this 
ever-changing field; and in the appointment of an exper. 
enced agriculture specialist as director of farm relations, 
to work directly with farm leaders and organizations and 
to help the state associations in their efforts to promote 
better understanding of the interdependence of trucking 
and agriculture. 


information Services 


ATA provides the industry and the state associations 
with speakers and speech material, provides experts on 
taxation and other technical subjects, produces a variety 
of booklets and other publications, including a weekly 
newspaper, Transport Topics, to help keep the industry 
and public informed about trucking. Mailings of ATA 
booklets and reprints currently exceed 3,000,000 pieces 
a year. 


ATA also represents the trucking industry through 
membership in and cooperative participation with more 
than a score of national associations concerned with a 
great variety of subjects, ranging from traffic safety 
to regulation of interstate commerce. 


The many activities carried on by ATA have a direct 
and an indirect influence on the business of all carriers— 
in building up public goodwill toward trucks, in selling 
truck service, in countering anti-truck propaganda. Big

Field Service

Counsel & Law 


ATA's General Counsel deals primarily 
with legal policy matters, acts as legal 
adviser to the Board of Directors and 
Executive Committee. He assists the 
Managing Director in handling legisla- 
tive matters. The Law Department han- 
dies details of specific cases, prepares 
legal opinions and interpretations, pub- 
lishes ATA's legal services. 


Industrial Relations 


Working with the Industrial Relations 
Committee, this department provides 
ATA and fleetmen with information and 
services to improve labor relations. It 
handles the Labor Relations Information 
service, also prepares and distributes 
manuals on wage and contract trends, 
labor regulations, etc. It provides an 
advisory service, acts as liaison between 
the industry and government agencies. 





Equipment & Operations 


Working in cooperation with Equipment 
and Maintenance and Operations Coun- 
cils, this department handles questions 
and projects concerning vehicle perform- 
ance, design and maintenance, shop and 
terminal. It maintains a reference file 
of technical information, answers re- 
quests in these fields from truck operators, 
state associations and the general public. 


Management 


Supervises all staff operations; directs the 
execution of policies set by Board of 
Directors and Executive Committee; makes 
policy and action recommendations to 
Board and Executive Committee; is re- 
sponsible for all association revenues and 
expenditures; handles relationship between 
ATA and state associations and facilitates 
cooperation among state associations; 
represents ATA before Congress and fed- 
eral regulatory and other agencies.

employing 40 persons, which provide services tailored 
to the special needs of different types of carriers. 


Functional Organization 


Serving a complex industry like trucking requires a 
large, complicated organization. But ATA is a func- 
tional organization, geared to meet the needs of the 
industry and designed so that it can be changed as the 
needs change or new ones develop. 

Like any business, ATA has departments and sections 


to which permanent, year-round duties are assigned, 
These fall into two main categories: (1) Those devoted 
to special phases of the industry (safety, public rela. 
tions, industrial relations, research, traffic, freight claims, 
etc.); and (2) those required to carry out the associa. 
tion’s operation (management, production and mailing, 
sale of services, etc.) 


Cooperative Action 


The departments work in close cooperation, and on 
many projects and activities the work of several depart. 
ments is interrelated. For example, data developed b 
the Research Department is supplied to the Public Rela. 
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| WHILE basic direction and control of department activities 
stem from policy decisions by the Board of Directors and Execu- 
tive Committee, many ATA departments and sections receive 
advice and guidance from groups of carriers participating in 
ATA’s Councils and Committees. 


Through membership in a Council, a fleet operator or his 
executives work with other fleet men on projects designed to im- 
prove operational practices—such as maintenance and sales. 
Through membership on a Committee, the carriers help develop 
industry policies and solutions to problems in such matters as 
industrial relations and insurance. 


These groups hold periodic meetings, both on the national 
and regional level, exchanging ideas and drafting policy and 
other recommendations. They advise the ATA Board of Directors 
and Executive Committee, and guide the ATA staff in inter- 
pretation and execution of policy decis‘ons. 


With the single exception of the National Traffic Committee, 
all of the Councils and Committees shown in the accompanying 
charts are integral parts of the ATA organ‘zation. 


Council Activities 


Councils are composed of specialists who wish to participate 
in cooperative programs dealing with specific phases of motor 
carrier operation. Members include top executives and managers 
of such fleet departments as maintenance, safety, freight claims, 
terminal operations, accounting, finance and sales. 


Working with ATA’s staff and facilities and pooling their 
own talent and experience, members of the councils achieve re- 
sults of direct benefit to their own operations and to all truck 
operators and users. Through regular contact with other fleet- 
men engaged in similar jobs, council members have an oppor- 
tunity to exchange opinions, discuss mutual problems. 


Council activity covers a wide range of projects. Here are 
some examples: 

The Equipment and Maintenance Council has as its objective 
the improvement of vehicle performance and efficiency. In carry- 
ing out its objective, it conducts research projects, establishes 
performance standards and specifications for equipment. Its 
accomplishments include standard specifications for trailer cable 
connectors and the current studies of the problem of noisy muf- 
flers. Composed of equipment and maintenance managers and 


re | 


engineers of motor carrier operations and qualified representa- 
tives of equipment suppliers, insurance companies and others 
serving this phase of the industry, the counc'l also develops 
shop training courses and training methods, serves as a clearing 
house for the interchange of technical data. 


The Council of Safety Supervisors is made up of motor carrier 
safety and personnel supervisors and others interested in accident 
prevention. It advises ATA’s staff on safety projects and cam- 
paigns, has contributed to development of driver selection, train- 
ing and supervision standards, and to the Fleet Supervisors 
Training Courses which are conducted in colleges and universi- 
ties across the country. Through the Council’s members, the 
industry’s national program of accident prevention activities is 
carried out at local and fleet levels. 


The Customer Relations Counc'l, Operations Council, and the 
National Accounting and Finance Council act on problems in 
these fields which are of primary concern to for-hire carriers. 
Each conducts studies, develops standards and informs its mem- 
bers on ways in which their operations may be improved. 


Committee Activity 


The committees shown in the chart guide staff members and 
advise ATA’s Executive Committee on matters of industry policy. 
To these committees go problems concerning such matters as 
National Truck Roadeo, truck insurance, traffic, industrial rela- 
tions and industry level contacts with educational institutions. 
Members of committees are either appointed by the ATA presi- 
dent or elected by the group of carriers which they represent. 


As an example of a committee’s function, the National Commit- 
tee on Education serves as the official authority for trucking 
industry endorsement of special educational material, data, oF 
courses of instruction. In this way it prevents confusion, pre- 
vents duplication of effort. It advises the Executive Committee 
and other industry groups interested in educational activities; 
also develops promot‘onal efforts to improve the trucking indus 
try’s relation with educational authorit‘es. 


Truck operators also serve on special committees set up by 
the Executive Committee from time to time to study special ques 
tions, such as reciprocity, taxation, highway engineering, and 
leasing. They also make up the ATA Executive Committee, the 
Administrative Committee, the Finance Committee and the Com- 
mittee of 100, which handle or make recommendat‘ons on major 
industry policy matters. 
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tions Department for use in speech material or special 
booklets; the booklets are printed by the Production 
Department and shipped directly to the state associations 
and to operators participating in the General Activities 
Fund for their distribution to public officials, editors 
and the like. 

Besides material developed within ATA, the Public 
Relations Department similarly reproduces industry ad- 
yertisements and selected magazine and newspaper arti- 
cles, aud distributes material published by other organi- 
zations, such as COMMERCIAL CaR JouRNAL’s “Trucks 
and the Roads They Use.” 

Departments and sections such as Traffic, Law, Freight 


Claims, Customer Relations, Terminal Operations, Ac- 
counting, and Government Traffic issue daily, weekly and 
periodical reports on special and technical matters which 
enable industry members to keep posted on the latest 
developments affecting their operations. The Safety De- 
partment, for example, supplies operators with continu- 
ing safety and courtesy programs and material—helping 
them reduce accidents and gaining. public recognition for 
truck drivers as the safest on the highway. 

Some of these services and materials are sold to car- 
riers, and here the Field Service Department enters the 
organizational picture as salesman, and the Accounting 
Department takes over the billing. 
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equipment standards and codes. 





EQUIPMENT AND MAINTENANCE COUNCIL—aiming at improved vehicles and mainte- 
nance practices, the council handles research, develops maintenance courses, prepares 


CUSTOMER RELATIONS COUNCIL—dedicated to improving motor freight sales and ser- 
vice; a clearing house for sales ideas, techniques and methods presently in use or adapt- 
able for use in motor carrier sales programs. 


NATIONAL FREIGHT CLAIMS COUNCIL — deals with investigation and settlement of 
claims, study of handling methods, records needed for adequate handling and shipper- 
carrier relations. Promotes better freight handling among motor carriers. 


COUNCIL OF SAFETY SUPERVISORS—promotes cooperative accident prevention activi- 
ties; develops driver-selection, training and supervision standards; advises on projects 
in ATA safety and driver courtesy campaigns. 


OPERATIONS COUNCIL—is primarily concerned with terminal operations methods, works 
to improve freight handling and terminal operation practices, prepares training courses 
and standards or codes for terminal personnel. 


NATIONAL ACCOUNTING AND FINANCE COUNCIL—aims at improving motor carrier 
accounting practices, represents truck firms before the ICC Bureau of Accounts and Cost 
Finding, The Bureau of Transport Economics, and the Bureau of Budget. Also seeks im- 
proved relations with banks, insurance companies and other credit and financial agencies.

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For You As A 






WHILE ATA acts as the voice of all truckers on matters 
of industry-wide importance and state associations represent the 
industry in their areas, there are many matters with which only 
certain types of carriers are concerned. To handle these matters 
and to act in the specialized interest of these groups of Carriers, 
the ATA Conference system was developed by the ATA Board of 
Directors in 1935. 

Through membership in a Conference, a carrier joins with 
other fleetmen engaged in the same type of truck operation, sup- 
ports a national organization which represents only that par- 
ticular group. He also qualifies for services designed to meet the 
specific needs of his type of operation. 

While operating under ATA recognition as part of the federa- 
tion and through ATA on matters of industry-wide importance, 
each conference is autonomous, decides its own policies on the 
basis of the best interests of its members. Conferences have 
their own staffs and offices in the ATA bu‘lding, elect their own 
officers and are financed by their own members. 

Each Conference keeps its members constantly informed on 
matters which specifically affect them, represents its members 
before Congress, the courts, the ICC, and other federal agencies 
on matters of peculiar interest to its own members and through 
meetings provides an opportunity for members to discuss common 
problems. 

Each Conference has a voting voice on ATA’s policy-making 
Board of Directors and Executive Committee through a represen- 
tative (Vice President) elected by Conference members. 

On the staff level, too, the Conferences and ATA work close 
together. The Conferences, for example, have full access to the 
services of the various ATA departments, and weekly luncheon 
meetings of Conference and ATA Department heads are held 
for the express purpose of exchanging information, eliminating 
duplication of effort or conflicts and working toward a common 
approach to matters of industry interest. 


May Act Independently 


Occasionally, however, there are differences of policy or posi-

tion on which no agreement can be reached between segments 
of the industry. When this happens, the Conferences exert their 
rights as independent organizations and take the quarrel “outside 
of ATA.” While still supporting ATA’s position on such matter 
as public relations, taxation, and other matters of general cop. 
cern, the Conferences defend and promote the position of the 
specific carriers they represent. 

Such independent action by the Conferences sometimes causes 
headaches for the staff of ATA, proper, due to lack of under. 
standing on the part of fleetmen. For example, a private carrier 
may become involved in a proceeding in which his position js 
opposed by common carriers through their Conference. 

Under these circumstances, unless the private carrier under. 
stands how the Conferences act independently he is apt to think 
that he is being opposed by “ATA.” Similarly, a common carrier 
who finds himself opposed by the Private Carriers Conference 
may wrongly think that he’s being fought by “ATA.” 

In fact, ATA does at t'mes enter proceedings of special or 
peculiar interest to only one (or a few) of the Conferences. This 
happens only when: (1) the proceeding may result in the set- 
ting of a precedent of general importance to the industry, or 
(2) the case is of particular importance to a particular type of 
carrier and involves no real conflict with other segments of the 
industry. 


Activities Benefit Members 


Conference activity programs often result in important bene. 
fits for their members. Typical examples: 

The Regular Common Carrier Conference is now conducting 
a program aimed at increasing the use of common carrier trucks 
for mail. Through meetings and cooperation with postal officials 
the Conference has helped develop a favorable attitude in the 
Post Office Department toward highway common carriers. It is 
hoped that experimental use of common carrier trucks for mail 
may result in savings to the post office department, better service 
to the public, and additional business for trucks. 

Private carriers benefited through their Conference’s activities 





Here Are 


| HOW effective has ATA been in representing the trucking 
industry? Merely listing its activities won’t answer this question; 
but it will show that ATA has earned its reputation as the voice 
of the trucking industry, has achieved results of benefit to all 
fleet operators. 

Most ATA national representation has been at three levels: 
before Congress on matters of legislation; before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on matters of regulation, and before the 
Supreme Court concerning state and federal law. 

Before Congress, ATA has represented the industry in connec- 
tion with more than 150 bills affecting motor carriers. Immedi- 
ately following its organization in October 1933, ATA was faced 
with the big task of developing and administering the Code of 
Fair Competition for the Trucking Industry under the National 
Recovery Administration. In 1935 it helped develop the Motor 
Carrier Act (later Part II of the Interstate Commerce Act), sub- 
mitting 63 amendments of which 56 were adopted. From 1938

on, ATA was active in connection with all amendments to the 
Motor Carrier Act, including the major changes made in the 
Act of 1940. 

ATA keeps a close watch on proposed changes in transporte 
tion legislative policy. Each year transportation groups such 4s 
the Transportation and Communications committee of the U. 5 
Chamber of Commerce, the Transsportation Assn. of America, 
the Transportation Council of the Department of Commerce, the 
Hoover Committee and branches of the Executive Department 
of the Federal Government examine such proposals, and each 
year many of them appear in proposed measures before Cor 
gress. Involved in these proposals are basic questions on freight 
rates, integration of different modes of transportation, commodi- 
ties and carriers exempt from regulation, the Federal Transports 
tion regulatory organizational structure, government competition 
and government freight rate policies, among others. ATA gives 
these proposals careful scrutiny, and when possible states the 
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REGULAR COMMON CARRIER CONFERENCE—Composed of 
for-hire carriers of general freight operating over regular routes.

The Conference’s engineering committee, 
through meetings with the ICC, other organizations and manu- 
facturers was able to obtain ICC approval of revised specifica- 
tions for tanks carrying corrosive liquids. The new tanks are 
lighter, permit greater payload.

industry’s position during discussions or hearings concerning 
them. 

In 1950, ATA witnesses made the “Case for the Trucking 
Industry” in a general Senate investigation (Sen. Res. 50) of land 
transportation. In the following session, ATA witnesses appeared 
concerning more than a dozen bills which resulted from that 
investigation, and no harmful legislation was enacted. 

In other appearances before Congress, ATA was active in 
securing and retaining exemptions for motor carrier employees in 
the overtime provisions of the Fair Labor Standards Act; was 
active in the original passage of the Taft-Hartley Labor Rela- 
tions Act, as well as the Case bill which preceded it. It is con- 
tnuing to work for refinement of the Taft-Hartley Act, and, 
among other things, is supporting Congressional investigation 
of the reciprocity situation, among the states, opposing renewed 
efforts by the railroads to escape from Federal control over their 
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freight rates and is working to preserve the Bureau of Motor 
Carriers in the current reorganization of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

Through appearances before the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, ATA has represented the industry’s position in all pro- 
ceedings in which rules were developed covering safety, insur- 
ance and surety bonds, the carriage of explosives and dangerous 
articles, tariffs, and all other phases of the Interstate Commerce 
Act. It also took a leading part in the ICC investigation of the 
need for Federal control of maximum sizes and weights of 
vehicles. 


ATA appeared in all of the original precedent cases before 
the ICC including the Scott Brothers case to determine the status 
of local carriers performing pick-up and delivery; the Railway 
Express case to determine its status; the Dixie-Ohio case to

determine owner-operator status; the Barker and related cases 
covering rail acquisition of motor carriers; the Louisville and 
Nashville, Seaboard Airline and other cases in which there was 
attempted removal of prior or subsequent rail-haul restrictions 
from rail motor carrier certificates or in which railroads have 
attempted to get into the trucking business; cases concerning 
hours of service of motor carrier employees; and scores of other 
cases. 

On behalf of the Industry, ATA has carried through the Su- 
preme Court of the United States several cases involving state 
and federal laws which, if valid, would have severely crimped 
the industry’s ability to provide economical service to the nation’s 
shippers. Among these was a case involving a Connecticut statute 
which attempted to levy a tax on the privilege of conducting an 
interstate business in that state, which the court ruled uncon- 
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stitutional. Another series of cases resulted in fleetmen obtait 
ing a statement explaining which of their employees are sub 
ject to ICC safety regulation and therefore exempt from the over 
time provisions of the Wage-Hour law. 

At present, ATA is before the Supreme Court in a case it 
volving an Illinois statute which declares that, upon conviction 
of ten or more overload violations, an interstate carrier’s right 
to use state highways may be suspended for a period of from 
90 days to a year, regardless of the number of vehicles which he 
operates. It is also participating in a case which seeks to uphold 
an ICC decision holding that dressed and eviscerated poultry 
may not be transported for-hire without ICC authority. 

In all these activities, and in the many other activities and 
services performed by ATA’s department, section, Council and 
Conference system, there is one main aim: to benefit the fleet 
men whom ATA represents, so that América may reap the bene 
fits of a successful trucking industry.

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With only a dozen buses to service, this 


“down east" shop presents ideas of inter- 


est to much larger fleets ... and the op- 


eration shows a profit on a basic 5¢ fare 


A Fleet Shop Visit 
By Bart Rawson 


v THE IVY covered walls of the 
relatively tiny old car barn, shown 
above, house what is certainly the 
most unusual and one of the most 
modern bus shops on this side of 
the globe. People from nearly 
every state have come to visit it 
and see at first hand the almost 
legendary goings-on of J. B. 
Stride’s Biddeford & Saco Rail- 
road Co., way down east in Saco 
(pronounced socko), Maine. 

Most have heard its famous 
slogan: “Same Nickel City Fare 
since Horse-Car Days” and many 
know of its fantastically well- 
equipped shop, despite the fact that

it has only 12 buses. All want to 
know how it gets that way? No 
one can provide all the answers but 
we can pass on the practical shop 
ideas pictured herewith and pro- 
vide a bit of background accom- 
paniment. 

Nothing is quite so colorful 
about the operation as President 
J.B. Stride himself. His claim for 
having “the second best bus shop 
in the nation” is typical. When 
asked who had the best, his answer 
came back promptly: “Why every- 
one else, of course. Every man 
likes to think of his own shop as 
the best.” 

Affable and talkative on most 
subjects, Stride is strictly a close- 
mouthed New Englander when it 
comes to answering the two most 
interesting questions: (1) How 
can you operate for a nickel, and 
(2) do you make a profit? 


Profit on a Nickel 


While basking in Saco’s hospi- 
tality we set out to circumvent our 
host on these two questions. First 
we came up with our own formula 
for the 5¢ fare (see box on op- 
posite page) ... it’s as simple as 
that. Then we got “J. B.” to 
swear and avow that, despite his 
listing in “Who’s Who in Com- 
merce and Industry,” which de- 
votes nearly a column to his extra- 
curricular activities, his worldly 
assets stem only from the bus line. 
Finally we noted that these worldly 
assets were substantial, that the 
line has been serving the twin 
cities of Biddeford and Saco with 
top grade service since 1885. We 
can only conclude that year in and 
year out the line does make money. 
A three zone system helps with 
the heavy volume within the two 
cities riding for a nickel, a lesser 
volume to surrounding points for 
a dime, and through passengers to 
Old Orchard Beach paying 15¢. 


“Ridiculously Complete" 


Now back to the shop itself. Even 
President Stride admits there is 
little logic for the amount of equip-

15. Finally, and most important, pick a man 
to serve as president, general manager and 
treasurer who is as familiar with the decimal 
point on a micrometer as he is with the 
decimal point on the ledger, and who will 
devote his life work to keeping the opera- 
tion on the ball.

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e RECORDS do not eliminate 
maintenance costs. We do believe, 
however, that good records spot- 
light high costs, help us reduce 
them and thus hold down our over- 
all maintenance expense. 

We know, for instance, that our 
average maintenance cost for all 
road vehicles—not including pick- 
ups—was $0.0242 in 1953. This in- 
cludes all labor and parts but does 
not include tires and washing. The 
tire cost figure was $0.019 per vehi- 
cle mile—with an average of 14 
tires per vehicle. We also know 
that our maintenance cost on 10 
new vehicles which have run a total 
of 900,000 miles is only $0.0052. 

With such standards to go by, we 
can watch all costs on all vehicles, 
and we can tell promptly when any 
of them start to go out of line. 

We operate about 552 pieces of 
equipment within three companies 
and covered 7,146,918 miles in 19538. 
Presently we are covering about 
700,000 miles per month. 

We have designed, had printed 
especially for us and use these 
maintenance report forms: 


1. Driver's Equipment Report 
This report is numbered serially

Good Forms 
Guide Maintenance at Dixie 


Fleet's experience with new trucks indicates that careful analysis of 


detailed maintenance records can result in lowered maintenance costs 


and is made out by the driver upon 
his return from a trip. Besides 
giving all pertinent information as 
to vehicle, make and mileage of the 
trip, it lists the major items which 
may need attention, as determined 
by his experience with the vehicle. 
He checks each item to be given 
attention, such as brakes, tires, 
wiper and so on. Below the signa- 
ture of the driver are spaces for 
the mechanic’s name who checks 
the vehicle, the job number of the 
work, time required and any re- 
marks the mechanic may have. 


2. Inspection Report 


This is a form printed on stand- 
ard-size letterhead paper and is 
used in checking and inspecting all 
vehicles idependently of the driver’s 
report. Every over-the-road vehicle 
must be checked after each trip, 
and each pick-up unit used locally 
for short hauls gets an inspection 
every six days. 

This form has printed, down the 
left-hand side, a list of all normal 
operations in the checking and 
maintenance of a truck, from lights, 
brakes, oil filter cap on down to 
lug-bolts and nuts, and tire condi- 
tion and pressure. 


3. General Service Report 


This report covers each road unit 
at the end of 50,000 miles of oper- 
ation and is repeated at 100,000 
miles and every 50,000 miles there- 
after. This covers general inspec- 
tion and overhaul, whereas the 
foregoing daily report simply 
catches routine and generally minor 
adjustments and repairs needed. 
This form is for use in inspecting 
road tractors, primarily. It lists 
129 numbered points of inspection 
in three columns down a legal-size 
mimeographed form, starting at 
“cab” and ending with “flags and 
fuses.” 

We use letters and numbers to 
shorten time of listing work need- 
ed and to simplify the inspection. 
“RA,” for example, means “Re 
quires Attention,” and “AG” means 
“Attention Given,” and opposite 
each of the 129 listings are two 
narrow columns needed by these 
two initialed headings. Under “RA” 
the inspector lists by the use of 
figures to designate specified oper- 
ations what should be done to cor- 
rect whatever defects he finds.

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Masking Tape Speeds Rivet Clinching

Fanbelt "Wrench" Turns Crankshaft

When rebuilding engines, quite often the starter has been re- 
moved and no easy means of turning over the engine is available. 
To eliminate this beliniadk this tool comes in handy. Take a 
length of fan belt slightly longer than the outside diameter of 
the crankshaft pulley and fasten it to an 18-in. length of !/2-in.

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THE SIGNS in Washington 
and many state capitols point to 
1955 as one of history’s most de- 
cisive years for highway transpor- 
tation. The months between Con- 
gressional adjournment and the 
new, 84th session will see govern- 
ment committees and staffs toiling 
over highway studies which will 
guide federal action next year, 
and which definitely will have a 
long-range effect on future U. S. 
highway transportation policy. 

A state-by-state rundown (too 
long to report here as 46 state 
legislatures are scheduled to meet 
in 1955) clearly shows that many 
state lawmakers have looked 
ahead and are ready to meet the 
highway problem head-on when 
they convene. 

The only blight on the 1955 
horizon is the danger from those 
who would hobble highway trans- 
portation with punitive, third- 
structure, ton-mile taxes and 
other restrictive measures, in 
spite of the President’s and the 
public’s recognition of highway 
transportation’s urgent role in 
our national prosperous peacetime 
economy and wartime defense. 
Vigilance against these selfish in- 
terests can never be relaxed. 


Trouble Spots 


An all-out battle can be ex- 
pected in Ohio this year. The mo- 
tor carrier industry is up in arms 
over the state’s axle-mile tax and 
will not take its results—which 
have forced some firms to bank- 
ruptcy and others to migrate to 
other states—without a fight. This 
is understandable. 

No industry which accounts for 
a total national employment of 
more than 6,000,000 and pays 
taxes exceeding $1.5 billion is go- 
ing to accept unfair, often deadly 
restrictions on its efforts. 

Other trouble spots in 1955 may 
be in Pennsylvania and New Jer- 
sey. In both states, selfish in- 
terests which are out to break 
highway transportation are lurk- 
Ing and ready to strike. In New 
Jersey, their initial efforts have 
failed temporarily, but this does 
xn mean that they can be counted 
out.

Reciprocity Investigation 


Public opinion, stirred by the 
President’s July 12th speech, 
brought about several last minute 
actions in Congress. 

Last January, Representative 
William H. Ayres, Ohio, had in- 


troduced a resolution which would 
direct the House Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee to 
conduct an investigation of the 
breakdown between the states in 
motor vehicle reciprocity. It was 
prompted by the financial chaos 
brought down on Ohio motor car- 
riers by that state’s new axle- 
mile tax. 

His resolution was sent to the 
House Rules Committee where it 
was bottled up until it finally

This was done, but it was not 
until the House Interstate anj 
Foreign Commerce Committee hag 
received urgent requests from 
labor, industry, and other ip. 
terested congressmen that it took 
action. The House Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee has 
now approved a staff study on the 
breakdown of motor vehicle reci- 
procity between the states, a 
study which will take at least 
three months, and which will 
serve as background when hear- 
ings on reciprocity get underway 
in the 84th Session of Congress, 
in 1955. 


Cabinet Transport Group 


There have been many other 
signs of the Eisenhowever ad- 
ministration’s clearing the decks 
for action on highway problems 
next year. Concurrent with the 
July 12th speech at Bolton 
Landing, the President appointed 
a Cabinet-level Committee on 
Transportation. Although _ its 
exact mission is yet to be spelled 
out, it appears that this Commit- 
tee will concentrate chiefly on co 
ordinating and correlating trans- 
portation policy among the vari- 
ous departments of the federal 
government, and from its makeup 
(it includes the head of ODM and 
the Secretary of Defense) its 
recommendations will give major 
consideration to national detense. 

The national picture plaiuiy 
indicates that 1955 can be the 
golden year for American high- 
way transportation, and early 
signs point to this pleasant pros- 
pect. But keep an eye open in 
your own state capitol for the 
jokers who would sell this cout- 
try’s highway lifeline down the 
river for selfish gain.

tate around its own axis. The for- 
ward half of the spring actually 
bends in an are as the right rear 
wheel tries to travel upward and for- 
ward.

dealing with their particular segment 
of operations. They also have the op. 
tion of taking any or all of the other 
courses which, in addition, are open to 
all personnel of the company not 
otherwise required to take the home 
study course. Failure to complete the 
required course results in discharge 
but optional courses may be dropped 
without penalty. 

The study program was set up in 
late 1952 by Rahilly and McDonald, 
aided by two Michigan State College 
professors, Dr. Frank Mossman, asso. 
ciate professor of General Business, 
and Prof. Bernard I. Loft, asst. pro- 
fessor of Continuing Education. I 
consists of five basic areas of opera- 
tions—sales training, o.s. & d., opera- 
tions, accounting, and terminal man- 
agement. 

All five courses have not yet been 
completed. The sales training and 
o.s. & d. courses have been running 
for nearly two years. The operations 
course has been finished and is ready 
to go and the accounting section is in 
process. The terminal management 
course will be prepared later. 


Management Corrected 


The only text émployed is the spe- 
cial manual dealing with each specific 
course. They are provided free to stu- 
dents on a loan basis. Just as in any 
correspondence course, assignments 
are sent to the employees at their 
homes where they are completed and 
returned, together with a completed 
examination form, to the company’s 
home office at Grand Rapids for grad- 
ing. 

One of the unexpected dividends 
from the home study courses has been 
the uncovering of men with excep- 
tional capabilities for advancement to 
more responsible positions in the com- 
pany. Acceptance of the required study 
courses by the employees has been 
good and percentage of failures has 
been extremely low. The program is 
a continuing one under which new em- 
ployees are required to take the course. 
There also has been a sizeable number 
who have elected to take courses out- 
side their particular operation. 

Although less than two years old, 
the program has paid off in more effi- 
ciency and improved personnel rela- 
tions. McDonald estimates that initial 
cost so far has run about $30 per em- 
ployee and that when all five sections 
are in operation it will amount t 
about $50 each.

Defines Leasing Terms 


py AtOm AL. Truck Leasing System, 

Inc., Chicago, has compiled 4 
short dictionary of terms used jp 
truck leasing. 

“Because of the wide v>viety of 
truck services covered by the term of 
leasing, a need has been felt for more 
specific definition and clarification, ,” 


Definitions 


The proposed definitions include: 

1. Truckleasing—A non-carrier gyb. 
stitute for truck ownership. The user, 
or lessee, leases trucks under a long. 
term agreement from the owners, or 
lessor, who is engaged primarily in 
the business of leasing truck equip. 
ment. The lessor supplies full service 
for the maintenance of the truck— 
fuel, repairs, tires, lubrication, ga- 
raging, insurance—everything except 
the driver, who is furnished by the 
lessee, leaving the control of the ve- 
hicle wholly with the customer. The 
vehicle is then operated in whatever 
capacity the lessee is classified—either 
private or for-hire. This is often re- 
ferred to as a “drive-yourself” service. 

2. Truck Rental—Identical to truck- 
leasing except that the vehicle is con- 
tracted for a short term of an hour, 
a day, a week, or month. It is a simple 
term of convenience to differentiate 
from long-term leasing. (Referred to 
variously as daily truck rental, transi- 
ent truck rental, rental fleet). 

8. Finance-Leasing — A _ long-term 
contract under which the lessor covers 
only the ownership and capital invest- 
ment in the vehicle. The lessee sup- 
plies, in addition to the driver, all 
repairs, lubrication, fuel, tires, garag- 
ing, and insurance. 

4. Trip-Leasing — Both driver and 
vehicle are covered by a single con- 
tractual arrangement, frequently ona 
one-way trip basis with compensation 
usually based on the load carried. 
Lessor may be either a private or for- 
hire carrier, providing service to 4 
lessee who holds necessary permits or 
certificates. 

5. Gypsy-Leasing — A term often 
used to describe illegitimate variations 
of trip-leasing, carried on as a sub- 
terfuge to avoid the necessary oper- 
ating authority and collection of tariff 
rates. 

6. Driver-Owner—A long or short 
term contractual arrangement cover- 
ing the combined services of truck 
and driver, the latter being also the 
owner and operator of the equipment.

Eisenhower Bandwagon

Walter Voigt, 52, St. Cloud, Minn., 
won the Charles Morgan award at 
the climax of the Roadeo. Voigt has 
driven 26 years, and covered an esti- 
mated one and one-half million miles 
without a single chargeable accident. 


More Bus Freight 


In the intercity bus industry, there 
is an encouraging outlook for devel- 
opment of a profitable business in the 
moving of mail, express, and news- 
papers. Revenues from the transpor- 
tation of these items by Class I inter- 
city lines during 1953 were about 17 
per cent higher than those for the 
previous year. 

This gain is disclosed by the Na- 
tional Assn. of Motor Bus Operators, 
which notes that mail service reve- 
nues made an advance of approxi- 
mately 60 per cent during the period. 
In dollar terms, the comparable re- 
turns from mail transportation were 
$805,000 in 1952 and $1.29 million in 
1953. Though the percentage rise in 
express income was smaller, at 15 
per cent, the dollar gain was appre- 
ciably larger. Revenues added up to 
$10.6 million in 1952 and $12.2 million 
last year. Returns from the moving 
of newspapers continued to exceed 
those for carrying mail, but the 
amount of increase was smaller. Rev- 
enues were up by about 6 per cent, or 
#89.000, to a total of $1.55 million in 
19538. 


Mobile Radio 


Still ahead of Federal Communica- 
tions Commission is the problem of 
deciding which highway carriers of 
property are to be included in the 
new Motor Carrier Radio Service 
(Aug., page 201). This service goes 
into effect on Oct. 15. As originally 
revealed by FCC, it will replace the 
old Intercity Bus and Urban Transit 
Radio Services. Now FCC contem- 


plates extending coverage to some 
highway freight carriers—the ¢om. 
mon carriers only—and placing ¢gy. 
tain limits on radio use within Cities 
It proposes to label nine frequencies 
for exclusive use of these trucker 
and to allow the operators to demop. 
strate their need for additional fre. 
quencies. 

Having gone this far in its plans, 
FCC wonders whether it would be 
taking the right action if it brought 
only the common carriers of freight 
into the Motor Carrier Radio Service, 
Contract carriers obviously are inter. 
ested in improving their opportuni- 
ties for continuous dispatcher-driver 
communication. Consequently, FCC 
intends to determine if eligibility 
should be extended to contract car. 
riers.

After its first year of operation, 
Oklahoma’s Turner Turnpike is pr.

A Texas law barring “excessive 
and unusual (muffler) noise” has 
been upheld by a Texas court.

Said the court, “Excessive 
and unusual noise” is “noise in ex- 
cess of the usual noise which would 
necessarily result from the operation 
of a motor when reduced to the mini- 
mum by a muffler in good working 
order and in constant operation.”
